The meeting was called to order by Chairman Hobbs. The roll was called by Grace Braziel, and the 
Chairman was informed that a quorum was present. 


APPROVAL OF THE MINUTES: The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as presented. 
NEW BUSINESS: 


The public hearing item was introduced by Chairman Hobbs, followed by a staff report from Alexis Baker, 
Principal Planner. The subject property is located at 120 Franklin Street. The property is part of the original 
Suffolk Historic District. The structures were built in the late 19 and early 20" centuries. The subject 
property is located in the Central Business Zoning District. 


Request for Certificate of Appropriateness HLC2021-00015, submitted by Ephraim Goodman, 
Goodman Develop LLC, applicant, on behalf of Thomas W. Dana, III Revocable Trust, property owner, 
for new construction at property located at 120 Franklin Street. The property is further identified as 
Zoning Map 34G18, Block A, Parcel 211, Suffolk Voting Borough, zoned CBD, Central Business 
District zoning district, and HC, Historic Conservation Overlay District. 


The applicant is requesting a certificate of appropriateness to construct a new residential dwelling at 120 
Franklin. Street. The subject property is currently vacant with vacant lots on both sides of this property. 
The applicant, Mr. Ephraim Goodman, took into account that the structures in the vicinity of the subject 
property when proposing the architectural design for a new residential dwelling. On the same side of 
Franklin Street is 128 Franklin Street, a contributing classical revival style church, circa 1920. Heading 
south toward W. Washington Street, there is a stucco Italianate style home built in 1882. 114 Franklin 
Street is a vernacular wood frame home, circa 1890 and 112 Franklin Street is a Queen Anne wood frame, 
circa 1890. Across from the subject property are public parking lots and 137 Bank Street. 137 Bank 
Street is a Second Empire dwelling, circa 1880. The proposed dwelling will front on Franklin Street. Off 
street parking will be provided by a concrete driveway to the side of the dwelling unit from an existing 
apron. 


The residential structure will have a raised slab parge block foundation, approximately 24” high with a 
20” high brick porch with one step on the front elevation. Four white 6” square cellular PVC wrapped 
columns are proposed on the front elevation. All trim will be white. The siding will be 8.25” wide cement 
fiber siding painted Roycroft Pewter Gray or a similar color. The gable end will be white vinyl cedar 
shake siding. The door is proposed to be a six panel fiberglass door with sidelights, painted Roycroft 
Copper Red. The main gable roof and the front porch roof is proposed to be constructed with charcoal 
colored architectural shingles. Additionally, there will be five six over six white vinyl clad wood windows 
on the front elevation. 


The right side elevation is proposed to have three (3) 36” x 60” six-over-six windows and a double mulled 
vinyl clad wood window, all white. The left side elevation will have two white (2) 36”x 60” six-over-six 
vinyl clad wood windows and one (1) white 24” x 36” six-over-six window. The rear elevation will have 
four (4) white 36” x 60” white vinyl clad wood windows and a white fiberglass back door with two panels 
and six divided lights. One step, less than 24” high, will lead into the back door. 


The new construction is compatible with the character of the area in material, color, size, style and location 
and complies with the Design Guidelines and the Secretary of Interior’s Standards, while creatively 
interpreting and incorporating various architectural styles from the neighborhood into its design. While 
the subject property is between two vacant lots, fronting on Franklin Street, the applicant evaluated the 
styles present in the area, particularly in respect to those in the immediate vicinity of the proposed new 
construction dwelling, such as 116 Franklin Street, built in in 1882 and the oldest Italianate-style house 
on the street, the Classical Revival style Trinity Christian Church, and the various Queen Anne and Second 
Empire style homes. 


Based on this evaluation and previous findings-of-fact, staff recommends approval for Certificate of 


Appropriateness, HLC2021-00015, with the condition noted in Staff's report. 


The public hearing was open. No one spoke in favor for or in opposition to the application. 


A motion was made by Commissioner Riddick to accept the recommendation of staff and to approve the 
application. The motion was seconded by Commissioner Darden and approved by a recorded vote of 9-0. 


Request for Certificate of Appropriateness HLC2021-00017, submitted by Brandon Clements, 
applicant and property owner, for exterior and site alterations at property located at 120 Linden 
Avenue. The property is further identified as Zoning Map 34G17, Block A, Parcel 274*275, Suffolk 
Voting Borough, zoned RM, Residential Medium Density zoning district, and HC, Historic Conservation 
Overlay District. 


Since the submission of a 6-foot privacy fence and a concrete driveway, it was brought to staff's attention 
that the fence may have been improperly installed within the front yard setback. The driveway was 
installed according to the original request and could be approved administratively; however, staff 
recommends that the fence request be tabled along with the public hearing to allow for the satisfactory 
completion of zoning enforcement. 


A motion was made by Commissioner Darden to accept the recommendation of staff and to table the fence 
request until further notice from staff. The motion was seconded by Commissioner Turner approved by a 
recorded vote of 9-0. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


Request for Certificate of Appropriateness HLC2021-00010, submitted by Charles D. Parr, applicant, 
on behalf of James E. McCrary, Suffolk Christian Church, property owner, for exterior material alterations 
to property located at 216 N. Main St. The property is further identified as Zoning Map 34G18, Block A, 
Parcel 77, Suffolk Voting Borough, zoned CBD, Central Business District, and HC, Historic Conservation 
Overlay District. 


Mr. Parr, a member of the Suffolk Christian Church, spoke in favor of the application. He presented the 
Commissioners with roofing samples. Per Mr. Parr, the church is not able to put back the same roofing 
because of financial reasons. 


The Commissioners briefly discussed the matter. A motion was made by Commissioner Riddick to accept 
the staff?s recommendation to deny the application. The motion was seconded by Commissioner Darden 
by a vote of 8-1.

STAFF REPORT 


Overview of the Subject Property and Surrounding Area 


The subject property is located at 120 Linden Avenue. This property is part of the West End 
Historic District of the Suffolk Historic Conservation Overlay District and is located in the 
Residential Medium Density zoning district. The majority of adjacent buildings to the subject 
property are historic structures built in the late 19th and early to mid 20" centuries. 


According to the National Register of Historic Places and the Virginia Department of Historic 
Resources, the building on the subject property, constructed circa 1895, is a contributing structure 
to the West End Historic District. The residential dwelling is Queen Anne Victorian style 
architecture. The dwelling is comprised of a central gable projection with diamond cut shingle 
cladding and a central rounded arch window. The house has molded wood cornices with dentils 
on the gable and a main block and porch. The building is accessed by an off-center entry with a 
one-light transom. Further detailing includes overhanging eaves with flush soffit, corner boards, 
square-edged surrounds and sills, and an open deck porch with Tuscan columns. 


Case History 


e HLC2017-012 — An administrative approval to replace rotted wood siding, trim boards, 
windows frames, porch floor board, and porch components. New wood components were 
painted in existing or approved colors. 
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e HC2017-00025 — An administrative approval, issued June 30, 2017, to install anew HVAC 
unit on an existing concrete pad, screened from street view by a six (6) foot privacy fence. 


e HC2017-00030 — An administrative approval, issued July 30, 2017, to replace or repair 
approximately 30 existing damaged and/or improperly installed mineral fiber slate roofing 
tiles with matching reclaimed mineral fiber tile of like color. 


e On June 1, 2021, a stop work order was issued for erecting a fence without proper permits, 
including a certificate of appropriateness. A follow-up letter was sent to the applicant on 
June 10, 2021, by a Zoning Inspector, citing the fence for being erected without proper 
permits, encroaching in the front yard setbacks, and being installed with the unfinished side 
of the fence facing outwards. 


e BZA2021-00021 — On July 13, 2021, the Board of Zoning Appeals approved a reduction 
of the front yard setbacks to 21.9 feet for construction of a six (6) foot tall wooden privacy 
fence. 


Public Notice 
This request has been duly advertised in accordance with the public notice requirements set forth 
in Section 15.2-2204 of the Code of Virginia, as amended, and with the applicable provisions of 


the Unified Development Ordinance. A notice, containing a copy of the staff report, was also 
provided to the applicant on August 6, 2021. 


Proposed Actions 
The applicant’s request includes the following actions for HLC approval: 
1. After-the-fact installation of a six (6)-foot tall privacy fence painted a solid russet color. 

Condition Statement 

A condition statement was not submitted for this request. 

Surrounding Characteristics 

A detailed description of adjacent and nearby properties is provided below. 
116 Linden Ave.- Contributing Craftsman dwelling, circa 1920. The dwelling is marked 
by a heavy roof with overhanging eaves with a flush soffit and inset porch with bungalow 
supports. The supports have brick pier bases with fluted Tuscan posts. The roof is capped 
by a large central dormer with a band of three one-over-one windows. The dwelling 


features an off-center multi-light door with craftsman-style multi-light sidelights. A metal 
awning has been added to the porch. The house has been reclad in vinyl siding. 
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117 Linden Ave.- Contributing Queen Anne Victorian, circa 1895. The Queen Anne 
detailing is largely confined to the gabled peaks, which feature fishscale wood shingle 
cladding and dentil-molded cornices. The house features two off-center entries with double 
rowlock segmental lintels. The porch features square brick posts set atop brick piers. 


119 Linden Ave.- Contributing Queen Anne Victorian, circa 1895. The three-bay wide 
dwelling represents a mix of the Queen Anne and Colonial Revival styles, with an irregular 
form and projecting bays that are typical of the Queen Anne and a full-width porch with 
Tuscan columns that is typical of the Colonial Revival. The gable bays have enclosed 
tympanums with pointed arch windows and finials. The house was reclad in vinyl siding 
and the cornice was encased in aluminum. A scroll-patterned fret was added to the eaves 
of the porch. 


121 Linden Ave.- Contributing Colonial Revival dwelling, circa 1900. The side entry of 
the two-bay wide house features a 16-light transom and 10-light-and-panel sidelights. The 
multi-light windows are Queen Anne in style and the front porch and entry are Colonial 
Revival in style, representing a mix of the two architectural styles. The house was reclad. 


122 Linden Ave. - Contributing Queen Anne Victorian dwelling, circa 1895. The dwelling 
features multiple projecting gable roofs and a one-story wrap-around porch with an off- 
center gabled pediment. The off-center entrance features a one-light transom and multi- 
light door. The porch is enclosed with a turned post balustrade. The two projecting gables 
on the facade feature closed tympanums and gabled peak lights. 


123 Linden Ave.- Contributing Colonial Revival dwelling, circa 1905. The two-bay wide 
foursquare features an off-center entry that is topped by a one-light transom. The full-width 
front porch is detailed with arched openings and Ionic columns, some of which are paired, 
atop paneled piers. Other details include overhanging eaves, corner boards, and a boxed 
cornice. The reclad dwelling has new windows and a gable-roofed hood over the side entry. 
On the rear of the house, there is a one-story wood frame addition with a gable roof. 


117 St. James Ave.- Non-contributing New Dominion dwelling, circa 1975. The three-bay 
wide dwelling features a slightly off-center central entry accessed from the central portico. 
The dwelling is detailed with overhanging eaves, paneled vinyl shutters, and aluminum 
surrounds. The building also features a side elevation entrance. 


119 St. James _Ave.- Contributing Queen Anne Victorian dwelling, circa 1900. The 
dwelling features a hipped roof with multiple gable projections. The building features a 
first-story wrap-around porch with fluted Tuscan posts and a square-post balustrade. The 
second story porch, also three bays wide, does not extend completely across the facade as 
does the first story. Ornamentation includes overhanging eaves, square-edged wood 
surrounds and sills, cornice returns, and asymmetrical fenestration patterns. The building 
has been reclad with vinyl siding 


121 St. James Ave.- Contributing Colonial Revival dwelling, circa 1895. The cubic main

block, facing south, features central gables with central Gothic-revival style arched 
windows on the facade and side elevations. The asymmetrically fenestrated facade is 
marked by a three-bay wide first story porch with central one-bay second story porch. Each 
is supported by a Colonial Revival-style Tuscan post with fluting. A square-post balustrade 
encloses the porches, although the lower one has been replaced. The building is detailed 
with overhanging eaves, a boxed cornice, and aluminum corner boards. The original 25/1 
light windows reveal a Queen-Anne influence. A two-story half-hipped addition extends 
from the rear elevation. The building has been reclad in Aluminum siding and features a 
clipped roof peak. The first story porch balustrade was replaced. 


Site Modifications 


The applicant has indicated that the purpose of the six (6) foot tall privacy fence is to close in their 
partially enclosed yard to allow for an above ground pool. The privacy fence is a dog-ear style 
fence, and will be painted an opaque color, resembling Olympic’s russet solid stain color. The 
gated entrance, across the driveway, will also be a dog-ear style fence in a russet solid stain color, 
with black steel hardware. 


It should be noted that a portion of this application was reviewed administratively and approved 
for the after-the-fact installation of a concrete driveway. 


Applicable Regulations 


A. Unified Development Ordinance (UDO) 
e Section 31-413(g)(7), Approval of Major Action by the HLC 


(viii) Landscaping which involves major changes in grade or walls and fences more 
than three-and-one-half feet in height. 


B. Suffolk Historic District Design Guidelines 


1. Chapter 5 - Section E.2, Decorative Fences. Decorative fences are usually used where 
fences will be visible from public streets in front and side yards to accent the yard and 
provide some degree of enclosure. Decorative fences can be made of wrought iron and 
wood pickets, with or without brick piers. No fence located in any required yard adjacent 
to a street which creates a solid screen may exceed 30-inches in height. If such fence is 
uniformly 50% or more opened, it may be erected to a maximum height of 48-inches. 
Side yard and rear yard fencing not visible from a public way can be a maximum of six 
(6) feet as allowed by the Unified Development Ordinance. Plastic and vinyl fencing is 
not allowed unless specifically approved by the Historic Landmark Commission. Chain 
link fencing and other wire fencing are prohibited. 


2. Chapter 5 - Section E.4, Tall Screen Fencing. Tall screen fencing is usually for side and 
rear yards where it is not visible from a public way to enclose the yard for security, 
privacy, and/or for restricting pets. These fences can be made of wood, brick, wrought 
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iron, or stucco (when stucco is used for the primary dwelling). Tall fences should be 
constructed of wood slats of at least 74” thickness to avoid warping and provide adequate 
durability. Where wood fencing is used, it shall be painted or stained an opaque color. 
Chain link fencing and other wire fencing is prohibited. 


Staff Analysis 


In the RM zoning district, the six (6)-foot tall privacy fence should set back at least 25 feet from 
the edge of the right-of-way, outside of the front yard setback. The fence was installed 22.5 feet 
from the edge of the right-of-way. However, a variance was approved by the Board of Zoning 
Appeal, reducing the front yard setbacks to 21.9 feet. The fence is currently unpainted and the 
gate has not been installed. The applicant has previously indicated that the fence will be painted in 
Olympic’s Russet solid stain color, in compliance with Chapter 5 of the Design Guidelines. Zoning 
has also noted that the fence was installed improperly with the unfinished site facing outward. The 
applicant has indicated to Zoning staff that extra fencing will be added to sections improperly 
installed with the finished side facing outward. 


Summary and Recommendations 


Based on the previous findings-of-fact, staff recommends approval for Certificate of 
Appropriateness, HLC2021-00017, with the conditions noted below. 

1. After-the-fact installation of a six (6)-foot tall dog-ear privacy fence. 

2. The fence shall be painted in Olympic’s russet solid wood stain or a similar solid color. 


3. All sections of the fence shall be installed or re-installed with finished side facing 
outwards. 


4. The gated entrance across the driveway shall be installed in the same style and color as 
the installed fence and will include black steel gate hardware. 


5. Any additional improvements shall require a separate Certificate of Appropriateness. 
6. All required building and zoning permits shall be obtained from the City of Suffolk.
